1 . Claims 36, 39 and 41-52 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 36 is allowed by the decision of BPAI rendered on 7/01/2008. 

Claims 39 and 52 are allowed because the prior art of the record does not teach or suggest 
forming a polymeric material in situ on viologen coated substrate or on a substrate before coating 
viologen. Claims 41-51 are allowed as further limiting allowed claim 39.
